Gen. Strati- 
gos and Mr. Goudas were sentenced 
to penal servitude for life. The mili- 
tary itefendants were also sentenced 
to degradation and were heavily 
fined.” 

Reason for Imposing Sentence. 

A statement issued by the courtma->- 
tial giving the reasons for imposir.z 
the sentence of death said in effect 
that the defendant Ministers know- 
ingly concealed from the people the 
danger involved in King Constantinv's 
return to the throne, and that al- 
though Greece was breaking aWay 
from her alliances, they did their ut- 
most to consolidate Constantines 
throne in order to hold office under 
him. 


“By  terroristic methods,)’ the 
statement added, “they stifled all 
public opinion contrary to them, ar-

HOMES HERE WILL 
REMAIN THE SAME 


State Public Service Body 
Establishes Two New 
Lower Rates to Quantity 
Industrial Consumers. 


By the Jefferson City Correspoudent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 
The Public Service Commission to- 
day declined to reduce the rates for 
gas to the small household con- 
sumers in St. Louis, but established 
two new schedules for quantity in- 
dustrial consumers lower than the 
minimum rate now in effect. 

The present rates are $1.05, 95 
and $5 cents, according to the 
amount consumed, householders uni- 
formly paying $1.05. The Commis- 
sion order limits the 85i-cent rate 
to 50,000 cubic feet and establishes 

rate of 75 cents for the next 100.,- 
000 cubic feet and 65 cents for an 
unlimited amount beyond the fourth 
class. Other rates are to 
the same. 

The commission estimates that the 
revenue of the Laclede Light Co. will 
be reduced at the rate of $82,000 per 
annum by the new quantity rates. 
The new rates for quantity consump- 
tion were unoposed by the company, 
which agreed to testimony 2° large 
industria! users that a lower rate for 
large consumption would likely in- 
crease the sales of the company. It 
was estimated that this increased 
consumption would likely compen- 
sate the company, so that its net 
revenues would not be largely af- 
fected.

Statement on Audit. 

In a statement issued by the com- 
mission in support of its order it 
was set forth that the audit of the 
company’s books for the first seven 
month of 1922 showed that at the 
end of that period the company had 
available, after paying operating ex- 
penses, $1,629,925, for depreciation 
and return. After allowing 1% per 
cent for depreciation on the com- 
mission's tentative valuation of 
$27,585,500, this sum is equivalent 
to $860,000 annually for dividends 
and surplus, it is set forth. 

After paying 5 per cent dividend 
on the preferred stock, $735,000 of 
this would be left for dividends on 
the common stock and surplus and 
contingent fund, it goes on. This 
would amount to a 6.87 per cent re- 
turn on the common stock if this 
whole sum were applied to such 
dividends. 

The company’s coal contracts are 
mentioned in the statement, which 
points out that the audit reflected 
only conditions at the time and not 
in the future. It is stated that the 
company expects its coal supply will 
cost it $300,000 more a year than 
formerly. 

Coal Rates Increased. 

It is pointed out that the company 
has contracts for its coal, but that 
the stipulated rates were raised be- 
cause the miners got their pay raised. 
The company, it is declared, is un- 
able to obtain coal enough for its 
requirements now. Taking this sit- 
uation into consideration and with 
the seven-months’ audit as a basis. 
the statement says, the company wil! 
earn next year a return of not more 
than 7.71 per cent for “return,’’ 
plus 1% per cent for depreciation. 
The commission predicts that the 
new rates ordered today will reduce 
the company’s income by $82.000 a 
year. 

Members of the commission 
today, in response to inquiry by 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, that 
the commission will consider the 
company’s plea for an increased val- 
uation in due course of time. The 
order today was unanimous.

Rob- 
ertson was asked in a telegram sent 
today by State Representative-elect 
Frank M. Boyer, to send the Attor- 
ney-General here immediately to 
prosecute felony and liquor law vio- 
lation cases which retently have 
been dismissed by County Attorney 
Ww. F. Seavers in the local courts. 

Boyer declared “It is igh time 
some drasti: action was being taken” 
to block what he termed the aston- 
ishing release of alleged felons. He 
cited the action yesterd:y of the 
County Attorney in dismissing 15 
cases,.a majority of which were al- 
leged violations of the dry laws, 
with the explanation that “people 
don’t want prohibition and I am not 
going to force anything down their 
throats that they don’t want.’ 

The Representative-ekct charac- 
terized the situation as appalling, 
charging that the County Attorney's 
disposition of the cases was for 
spite, because he and some of his 
friends were defeated in the recent 
elections. 

His telegram to the Governor fol- 
lows: 

“As a member of the incoming 
Legislature, I would respectfully re- 
quest that you direct the Attorney-
